e Nancy Theodore asked the work group members if they had any changes to the May 24, 2007
conference call draft notes. No changes were offered.

e The work group members reviewed Attachment | (see revised Attachment I):
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Proposal A was eliminated (too time consuming to implement and would not guarantee that
adequate funding would be available for all Region Offices).

Proposal B was eliminated (similar features to Proposal H).

Discussion of Proposal C was postponed because Chris Hennelly was unable to participate in the
conference call.

Discussion of Proposal D was postponed until Joe Bluehorse could join the work group in San
Antonio, TX.

The work group members were asked to proposed modifications to Proposal E so that the proposal
better meets the criteria for fairness.

Keegan Bordeaux will research the availability of cost of living indices for areas other than major
metropolitan areas (Proposal F)

Step 2 of Proposal G was revised to specify that the inflation factor would be based on the
National inflation factor.
